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Nasser’s Ambitions 


Take a Few Jolts 


Egypt’s propaganda still is strong in 
the Middle East but it isn’t as com- 
pelling as it once was. 

Egypt has done an immoral thing. 
Her policy has lacked integrity. It has 
been entirely a “heads I win, tails you 
lose” approach to the canal and to all 
international agreements. 

Prime Minister Nasser has bern na- 
tionalistic but not patriotic. A patriot 
would have put the interests of his 
country first and tried to develop it for 
the people. But Nasser has nursed the 
dream of building an Arab empire. His 
grandiose plans to make of himself 
a Middle Eastern dictator, able to pull 
down and set up governments in neigh- 
boring countries, was emotional na- 
tionalism. But it didn’t help the Egyp- 
tian people. There are signs other peo- 
ples in his area now see these facts. 

Jordan's pro-Egyptian premier has 
resigned—by request. Egypt and Syria 
have not paid the subsidy to Jordan 
which they agreed to pay as a replace- 
ment for that of the British. 

In Saudi Arabia an agreement has 
been signed with the United States ex- 
tending the treaty for use of the 
Dharan air base in that country. Leba- 
non has voted to accept the Eisenhower 
Doctrine. More and more Arab leaders 
apparently are seeing that Nasser has 
had a policy of all for one, with Nasser 
as that one. 

Jordan, of course, is by no means out 
of the woods. Her Arab guarantors have 
proved false. What Syria and Egypt 
wanted all along was to see Jordan fail 
and to annex her to Syria. The Russians 
also are pushing this plan. 

The next hours will be critical ones for 
Jordan. If she can survive or make an 
alliance with Iraq, she too, will move 
away from the Nasser-Moscow bloc. But 
the odds are against her. 

We see more clearly than ever that 
Prime Minister Nasser would rather see 
his country and the Middle East taken 
over by Russia or plunged into a great 
war than see his own personal pride and 
vanity damaged. ‘ 

That is not a picture of patriotism 
_. . but of nationalism at its most evil, 
most selfish worst.

Red Troublemakers Aim 
At U.S. in Panama Blast 


The accusation by the Soviet Union 
that the United States is harassing Rus- 
sian ships using the Panama Canal means 
that this country can expect trouble. 


The move by the Russians is aimed at 
encouraging Panama to follow Egypt’s 
lead in nationalizigg the canal and to 
divert attention from Suez. It is intended 
also to embarrass the United States over 
its control of the Canal Zone. 


There have been rumors for months 
that the Panamanian government was 
considering making a move on the canal. 
Foreign Minister Aquilino Boyd said re- 
cently, “In both cases, Egypt and Panama 
reserved territorial sovereignty for them- 
selves and granted concession for only in- 
ternational public service.” Therein is an 
implied warning. 

At some ultimate date the United 
States might consent to internationaliza- 
tion of the canal. It can never grant con- 
trol, however, to any small country which 
is threatened by the Communists and 
there is a strong Communist movement 
in Panama. Moscow’s threat at Suez and 
in Panama involve two of the most vital 
waterways in the world. 


The United States is vulnerable to this 
Commiunist propaganda. In some respects 
our position can be likened to that of the 
British before their withdrawal from 
Suez. It suits Moscow’s aims in Latin 
America to play up the issue for all it’s 
worth. 


Perhaps this country should revive 
the old Nicaraguan Canal idea. A sec- 
ond Atlantic-Pacific waterway is needed 
anyway. Such a project would keep 
Panama in line and would provide an 
alternate in case of trouble.

On Red China Trade 


President Eisenhower has’ made a 
strong argument for American agreement 
to an increase in allied nonstrategic trade 
with Red China 


The United States will not do any 
trading. “We just don’t want to,” said 
the President. 

This plea for our allies -will start 
howling from the feistlike pack which 
looks to Joe McCarthy as a messiah and 
accuses the President of being soft to- 
ward communism. It also will arouse the 
opposition of many congressmen who may 
not trouble themselves to learn the facts. 
But there is a sound, patriotic reason for 
the President’s recommendation. 

As matters now stand all Red China’s 
trade is being directed to Russia and her 
satellites. It is enabling them to strength- 
en their economies while those of allied 
nations, barred from trade, suffers. So 
we have a condition in which a ban 
against trade is helping the Russians and 
hurting the allies. 

There is a feeling that if the allied na- 
tions could trade in nonstrategic goods, it 
would lessen Red China’s presently nec- 
essary attachment to the Kremlin. 

The thoughtful Americans will rec- 
ognize that the President would not do 
anything helpful to communism. His rec- 
ommendation is the proper one. We should 
carry it out. If we do not, our allies will 
be forced to proceed without our agree- 
ment. They cannot continue being weak- 
ened while Russia is made stronger. The 
President’s position is correct.

Post Office Is Public Service,

The perennial question of postal rates in the United States has 
come up again. The solution to this question must come in the form of 
a congressional policy statement on whether the postal service is sup- 
posed to make a profit or provide something beneficial to the nation. 
Whatever precedents have been established in the history of the U.S. 
Post Office indicate that earlier Congresses consider mail and other 


services just that. 

All attempts to put postal serv- 
ices on a profit basis like a pri- 
vate business have been refuted 
by Congress. 

Sen. Olin D. Johnston of South 
Carolina, chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Post Office and 
Civil Service, named a citizens’ 
advisory committee to ex plore 
postal cost problems. The report 
of this committee was “‘intemper- 
ately’’ attacked by the postmas- 
ter general, according to~ Sen. 


Johnston, even before the report 
was generally releaséd.

My information is that there is not 
a single justice who does not believe that bringing the high bench—or 
any part of it—into such an executive-political matter would be bad 
for the court, bad for the presidency and bad for the country. 


You can take it for granted that 
the several proposals now before 
the House Judiciary Committee, 
which would place two or more 
members of the court on a presi- 
dential disability commission, such 
as proposed by the ranking Re- 
publican member of the commit- 
tee, Rep. Kenneth Keating of N.Y., 
finds no support among any of the 
present justices. 

The justices want to have no 
part of them. 

The court is taking no public po- 
sition on a constitutional amend- 
ment which would involve it in any 
responsibility to determine presi- 
dential disability — and hopes it 
will not have to do so. 

But its attitude can be discerned 
and can, I think, be put pretty pre- 
cisely. 

From every test of tradition and 
concept of the detachment of the 
court, the justices would hope that 
Congress would discard any 
thought of injecting even one jus- 
tice, let alone two or more, of the 
court into the presidential disabili- 
ty picture.

The Pittsburgh Pirates. were getting in practice 
swings before Wednesday’s exhibition hassle with Detroit, 
and Frank Thomas looked right at home at home plate. 

Thomas, who used to be an unwelcome visitor at Poncey when 
he was poling home runs for New Orleans, always looked like a 
major leaguer in Atlanta long before he graduated to the big time. 

He had lost none of his fondness for 
the park.
